That the commemoration will 
be commercially exploited for all 
the traffic will bear is not neces- 
sarily bad. It will become so 
only if the anniversary is used 
to fan old prejudices, to open 
almost-healed wounds, and to 
stir the peddlers of hate in our 
time to new energies.

In a sense it is the most im- |} 
portant one of all. If it could be | 
ccmmemorated, quietly and liter- 
ally, it would be of more value 
to the nation than any other as- 
pect of this recalling of a war 
which began a century ago in 
the year 1861. 


Basically, the war was a test 
of national sovereignty. 


No state really wanted to se- 
cede save South Carolina. It was 
sick with the disease of John C. 
Calhoun’s virus and nullification, 


put down by Andrew Jackson, 
who said, “The Union, it must 
be preserved.” Other states fol- 
lowed with publicly expressed re- 
luctance, and regret, after the 
cal!s for troops by President Lin- 
coln. Secession was justified by | 
the claim to state sovereignty, 
or the right to quit the union 
whenever a state so desired. 


The 13 colonies, when they had 
won their independence from the 
British crown, did not form a 
United States. 


They remained sovereign and 
bound themselves loosely in a 
Confederation. It did not work. 
It soon was in chaos. There was 
no central authority. Two of the 
colonies seriously talked of re- 
joining Britain. 


Hard Fight 


Alexander Hamilton led the 
fight for a constitution and a 
nation. It was not easy. But in 
1789 the United States of Amer- 
ica was created. The Constitu- 
tion was given priority. No state 
can make a law which is un- 
constitutional. No state constitu- 
tion can contain regulations at 
variance with the federal con- 
stitution. No state is sovereign 
when it clashes with federal law 
or the Constitution. 


Our one national tragedy is 
that four bloody years of war, 
the cost of which is yet being 
paid, were necessary to confirm 
this established fact. If a state 
‘could do as it pleased, we could 
have no national government. 
We could not be a nation with- 
out national authority over the 
states. 


If we could, in the commemo- 
ration of the Centennial of the 
Civil War, commemorate the fact 
that the war solidified our nation- 
ality, and affirmed the fact of 
nationhood, we would be doing 
ourselves a. great and_ lasting 
favor. A surprising number of 
persons, perhaps because of the 
fact of 10,000 political speeches 
about “‘our great sovereign state,” 
are not acquainted with our Con- 
Stitution and the consummate 
protection it gives and guaran- 
_ to every single citizen of

Constitution Washington Correspondent 
WASHINGTON—tThe Civil Rights Commission has 
recommended that no federal funds be granted to pub- 
licly controlled colleges and universities that practice 


racial discrimination. 

In a report to the Presidentand 
to Congress, the commission said 
that federal aid to segregated 
state colleges and universities 


‘| should be prohibited, either by 


executive or congressional action. 


The commission thus confirmed 
again fears of Southern lawmakers 
who bitterly fought its creation in 
1957 and its extension last year. 


In an earlier report, issued in 
December of 1959, the CRC recom-

PALM BEACH—President-elect John F. Kennedy 
virtually completed his selection Sunday of the high 
command of the Health, Education and Welfare depart- 


ment. 
But he left unfilled the job of 
undersecretary—and this led to

It has been rumored, without con- 
firmation, that his brother-in-law, 
R. Sargent Shriver, has been 
urged for this position by Gov.

Shriver, who played a major 
role in the Kennedy-for-president 
campaign, is a former chairman

Another recommendation is fed- 
eral sponsorship of programs tor 
public school teachers and stu- 
dents ‘“‘of native talent and ability 
who are handicapped .. . as a re- 
sult of inferior educational oppor- 
tunity and training.” 


The report declares that the 
federal government has been ‘‘a 
silent partner in the creation and 
perpetuation of separate colleges 
for Negroes.” 


The government has done this, 
the report says, by first helping 


funds to segregated as well as 
nonsegregated institutions. 


Running throughout the report 
is the theme that Negro educa-

Prosperity, Surplus Forecast 


In [ke’s Last Budget Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower will send Con- 
gress Monday a farewell budget 
forecasting prosperity and a 
modest surplus for the coming 
fiscal year. 


Despite growing signs of reces- 
sion, Eisenhower will foresee a 
surplus of about $1.4 billion for 
the 12 months starting next July 
1. Spending will be estimated at 
$80.9 billion and revenues at $82.3 
billion. 


The outgoing president will as- 
sume that economic conditions 
will get no worse and that a grad- 
ual recovery will begin soon. 


The new budget represent

the biggest task of Eisenhower's 
final days in the White House, 
barring some emergency. It also 
will reflect the programs he would 
want to follow were he remain- 
ing in office. 


Democrats expect President- 
elect John F. Kennedy, who en- 
ters the White House next Fri- 
day, to make some drastic revi- 
sions — but probably no substan- 
tial reductions — in the budget 
proposed by Eisenhower. 


Of the eight budgets which Ei- 
senhower has drafted, three pro- 
duced deficits totaling $19.4 bil- 
lion, three turned up 


; surpluses 
amounting to $4.4 billion, and the 


fate of the last two will be deter- 
mined by time and circumstances. 


For the current fiscal year, Ei- 
senhower is sticking to his predic- 
tion of a budget surplus, though 
he will tell Congress the margin 
will be paper-thin. A year ago he 
looked for a surplus of $4.2 bil- 
lion but this was upset by the 
effects of the business slump on 


tax receipts. 


Kennedy was understood to feel 
that a budget deficit cannot be 


avoided in the current fiscal year. |

CASTRO’S troops attack 
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Radar Tower 
With 27 Falls 
InStormy Sea 


NEW YORK (UPI) — An Air 
Force radar tower with 27 men 
aboard ‘“‘disappeared”’ in the 
storm-tossed Atlantic about 85 
miles southeast of New York Sun- 
day night and the Coast Guard 
here said it presumably collapsed. 


A massive air and sea search 
under way for survivors. 


The Navy carrier WASP and at 
two Coast Guard cutters 
were dispatched to the scene. 
Coast Guard and Air Force planes 
circled above the charted site of 
the tower, known as Texas Tower 
number 4, but reported finding 
“nothing.” 


Coast Guard spokesmen said the 
planes dropped flares to light up 
the area. 


They said the Air Force at 
Otis Air Force Base in M as- 
sachusetts reported that all con- 
tact had been lost with the tower 
at 8:01 p.m. 


Fair and Colder

ATHENS—University of Geor- 


gia women who live in the dorm- 
itory with a Negro coed will be 
allowed to move out if they want 
to, it was announced Sunday. 


The university president, Dr. 
0. C. Aderhold, said requests to 
move will be granted. 


Meanwhile Sunday, Board of 
Regents Chairman Robert O. 
Arnold announced newsmen and 
others. not connected with the 
university will be banned from 
university buildings. Newsmen 
met with university officials Sun- 
day night to establish ground 
rules for covering the school’s 
fast-moving desegregation events. 
RETURNING TO CLASSES 

The Negro coed’s dormitory, 
Center Myers Hall, was the focal 
point last Wednesday night of a 
wild, rock-throwing anti-integra- 
tion demonstration. The universi- 
ty’s two Negro students were sus- 
pended after the riot, but they are 
scheduled to return to classes 
Monday morning. 


Charlayne Hunter, 18, has a 
private suite in Myers Hall. The 
other Negro student, Hamilton 
Holmes, 19, lives in undisclosed, 
off-campus quarters. 


The university statement didn’t 
say where coeds who move out of 
the dormitory will be put. The 
university previously told the Ne- 
gro applicants that it has a hous- 
ing shortage. 


STATEMENT ISSUED 


The university statement said: 

“University of Georgia women 
living in Center Myers Hall, the 
dormitory to which Charlayne 
Hunter is assigned, may request 
to live elsewhere. 


“President O. C. Aderhold said 
that these requests will be 
granted. 


“The decision to accept and 
grant such requests was made 
because the women living in Cen- 
ter Myers had ‘been assigned 
rooms there prior to the begin- 
nig of the winter quarter.” 


A federal court ordered the 
two Negroes admitted to the uni- 
versity just as the winter quarter 
was getting under way. 


Arnold and University System 
Chancellor Harmon W. Callwell 
issued a statement Sunday after- 
noon placing campus buildings 
off limits to everyone except stu- 
dents, teachers and _ university 
employes. 


“It is evident,”” they said, ‘‘edu- 
cational processes are hampered 
and deterred by the presence of 
outside influences.”’ 


PRESS ACCEPTS RULES 


The statement was read to 
newsmen by Arnold. Later Sun- 
day, university officials and a 
group of 30 newsmen agreed on 
a voluntary set of ground rules.

Legislator 
Urges New 
School Law

A veteran legislator Sunday 
night termed all Georgia’s school 
segregation laws “albatrosses” 
which should be replaced now so 
the state can control school inte- 
gration. 


The declaration came from Sen. 


Howard Overby of Gainesville, 
who urged the Legislature to ac- 
cept “in this session’’ that all of 
Georgia’s school segregation laws 
are “‘unconstitutional.”’ 


“It has been said that the seg- 
regation laws dealing with the 
University System became an al- 
batross around our necks. The 
same is most certainly true of the 
laws affecting the public schools. 
So let us have done with all the 
albatrosses,”” Overby said. 


(He referred here to Gov. Van- 


sections in the last appropriations 
act which provided that no funds 
could be spent on schools where 
the courts had forced integration. 


Federal Judge W. A. Bootle en- 
joined Vandiver and other state 
officials last week from cutting 
off the funds for the University 
of Georgia because he had ordered 
two Negroes admitted there. 


REPEAL ALREADY SOUGHT 


The governor had already de- 
cided to ask the legislature to re- 
peal the section cutting off funds 
to the university system. 


But there had been no mention 
of the possibility of rémoving the 
clause from the common schools

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Speaking of the university sys- 
tem, Vandiver said last week the 
section cutting off state funds 
had “turned from a source of 
hope into an albatross.” 


PROVISION ALSO COVERED 
The new budget proposal also 
removes the provision which pro- 
vides that the funds cannot be 
spent in violation of a section of 
the state constitution which says: 


“The provisions of an adequate 
education for the citizens shall 
be a primary obligation of the 
State of Georgia, the expense of 
which shall be provided for by 
taxation. Separate schools shall 
be provided for the white and col- 
ored races.” 


The deletion of the clauses 
from the school appropriations 
acts obviously reinforces Van-

ATHENS — An unidentified man loitering near the dormitory 
where coed Charlayne Hunter rooms at the University, whipped out 
a gun and disarmed a night watchman late Sunday, police. said. 


Athens Police Chief E. E. Hardy 
said the man was short and 
chunky, about 30 to 35 years old, 
and wearing dark trousers and a 
brown jacket. 


Hardy said the man iirst stop- 
ped at South Myers dormitory and 
asked if Mis Hunter lived there. 


The man then started walking 
toward North Myers. Near the 
entrance door, he was stopped by 
a night watchman and asked why 
he was there. 


The man replied that he was 
waiting for a date. 


When the watchman asked for 
his identification card, Hardy 
said, the loiterer whipped out a 
pistol, took the guard’s pistol and 
walked away. 


Hardy said he had not stationed 
any more men at the dormitory 
as a results of the incident, but 
that a guard is on duty at all 
times at Center Myers. 


Miss Hunter’s suite of rooms 
is in Center Myers. She was not 
on the campus Sunday night.

The first third of that overall 


increase would be determined by

The flat commitment in the new 
appropriations act for education 
does not provide for teacher pay 
increases. It would add $4.5 mil- 
lion in the first fiscal year to hire 


1,400 new teachers and pay for 


expansion brought on by the 
school population explosion. 


Teacher retirement programs 


would get an additional $1 million 


during the next two years to “‘pro- 


vide broader retirement benefits’’ 


if Vandiver’s program is adopted. 

Statisticians in the governor’s 
office figured that all phases of 
education would receive increases 
amounting to 61 per cent of the 
total increase in the state pro- 
gram. 


In the section based on whether 
the state has enough income (i. e., 
contingent pay increases for school 
bus drivers and teachers), Van- 
diver’s office figured education 
would receive 48 per cent of all 
increases.

Rockwell Stoned 
By Boston Mob 


BOSTON (UPI)—American-Nazi George Lincoln 
Rockwell was stoned by a crowd and rescued by police 
Sunday as he attempted to picket a movie based on 
emigration to the Jewish state of Israel. 


Inside the theater the movie) 


The crowd surged forward 
hurling stones and eggs at Rock- 
well and five policemen grabbed 
Rockwell for his own safety. They 
hustied him through a building 
and took him to a police station. 
Three others described by police 
as Nazis were also picked up and 
put in cells. 


“We may charge them with 
inciting a riot,”’ police said. 


Despite the disappearance of 
Rockwell, the crowd grew to some 
2,000. 


A roar of cheers went up as 
police cruiser loudspeakers an- 
nounced: “Please, please go 
home. Rockwell's picketing is 
over.” 


The crowd did not immediately 
break up despite the pleas.

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Let’s Not Fumble 
The Ball Again 


This Monday morning the University 
of Georgia, her student body, her facul- 
ty, the state and all citizens again are on 
trial. It will be conducted before a na- 
tional audience, even a world audience. 
To fail again will bring irreparable 
harm. 

The federal court, thank God, has left 
to the state its responsibility of preserv- 
ing order. Gov. Vandiver has assured all 
it will be fulfilled. We trust those re- 
sponsible for last Wednesday night’s dis- 
turbance will respect his determination. 


It should be pointed out to the agita- 
tors, to the Klan types who have intruded 
and to the students who joined the mob, 
that in accepting responsibility for pre- 
serving order, Gov. Vandiver did so to 
prevent its acceptance by the federal gov- 
ernment. He did so to prevent a Little 
Rock type of intervention with all its 
bitterness and shame upon the state. 

The choices are plain enough. Either 
the state preserves order or the federal 
officials will. The only other course is 
to close the entire university system. 
This to his everlasting credit the gover- 
nor cannot do. He has had to make the 
decision. It is up to each of us to respect 
it and him. 

Let no one be misled into believing 
that another unruly mob will be per- 
mitted to run riot on the university 
campus. 

The damage last week to the univer- 
sity and its good name was severe and 
distressing. It also was futile. But it need 
not be lasting if those responsible seize 
this opportunity they have been given to 
correct it. A nation and a world are 
watching and judging.

Bill on Sheriffs’ Fees 
Goes Part of the Way 


The Senate bill aimed at placing 
sheriffs on the salary system embodies 
some compromises which makes it more 
realistic than the original proposal. 

It whittles objections from some of 
the smaller counties by making the pay 
scale, based on population, from $6,000 


~ to $15,000 rather than setting a mini- 


mum of $7,500. 

It also empowers the governing body 
of a county, usually the board of com- 
missioners, to call for adoption of the 
salary system by resolution. No endorse- 
ment by a grand jury would be necessary 
as was originally suggested. 


Passage of the measure wovfld be 
helpful in eliminating evils associated 
with the fee system. It would not do a 
complete job. Nothing short of state- 
wide legislation’ to make the salary scale 
mandatory in every county would do 
that. 


The Legislature consistently refuses 
to go that far because some county po- 
litical bosses might not like it.

Maybe Cuba ‘Invasion’ 
Will Not Be Necessary 


—— —“There’s a lot-of speculation among 


Cuban exiles and others that Fidel Cas- 
tro’s fears of an “invasion” from outside 
is the least of his troubles. Latest out 
of Cuba to back up the speculation is a 
story saying that illness and malnutrition 
have so thinned the ranks of his militia 
that the government would free 6,000 
prisoners to fill the ranks. 


The government, says the story, is 
finding it impossible to provide supplies 
to the 200,000 militia men and women 
called up to man defenses. Bad weather 
has added to all the other troubles. 


Analysts are saying that unless Rus- 
sia and Red China provide massive aid to 
Castro, his economic troubles will be- 
come so bad that even the fact he has 
turned Cuba into a police state will not 
save him. Thus far the aid from these 
sources has been exacted at a heavy

price, least of which is to place the Cuban 
economy in hock to the Communists for 
years to come.

Dean Rusk’s Attitude 


Is Refreshing, Positive 


Dean Rusk’s testimony before the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee was 
refreshing and reassuring. While he did 
not minimize the magnitude of our prob- 
lems, he stressed the positive approach to 
them and the “opportunities” they pre- 
sent. 


Recalling his boyhood on a Georgia 
farm, Mr. Rusk told the senators how he 
had gone off to college “with more faith 
than cash.” He thus elaborated on his 
reasons for faith in meeting our heavy 
responsibilities in the years ahead. 


When asked by a senator if this coun- 
try might find itself in a minority of 98 
to’l in the United Nations, he said he saw 
no reason for it. About 60 of the 98 mem- 
bers, he pointed out, had been part of 
the Western political system. He could 
see no reason, therefore, to let Mr. Khru- 
shchev appear before them “as the cham- 
pion of freedom at the expense of those 
who invented it.” 


There is no reason to conclude, he fur- 
ther pointed out, “that anyone who is not 
with us is against us.” Rather we should 
“... assist those governments in enlist- 
ing the energies of their own people in 
moving toward economic and social de- 
velopment.”

Medical Aid to Elderly 


Is Certain of Revision 


The National Conference on Aging has 
just completed a significant meeting in 
Washington. Its participants overwhelm- 
ingly approved use of the Social Secur- 
ity system for medical aid to the elderly, 
a proposal certain to be revived following 
Kennedy’s inauguration. 


Health protection for older citizens 
occupied much of the conference, attend- 
ed by 2,700 leaders from the medical 
profession, social welfare agencies, busi- 
ness, labor, education and insurance. Six 
of the seven work groups dealing with 
the question approved the Social Secur- 
ity method. 


Only five states so far have adopted 
the federal-state sharing plan which 
Congress passed last year. It applies only 
to those receiving state old-age assist- 
ance and “other needy” persons and would 
cover only about 3,400,000 people if all 
states adopted it. It is described as an 
administrative monstrosity.

Mansfield Proves 


He’s His Own Man 


WASHINGTON—One of Washington’s most 
frequent questions—how would the quiet, leather- 
thin and usually gentle Mike Mansfield of Mon- 


tana fare as the new Senate Democratic leader?—is a question no 
longer. Within two weeks of coming to the leadership long held by 
Vice President-elect Lyndon Johnson, Mansfield has already been to 


the wars and returned in triumph. 


The only senator who has served 
in all three fighting services — 
Army, Navy, Marines — he has 
now proved equally combat- 
worthy in the cockpit of the Sen- 
ate. 

He has had to meet head-on, 
at the very moment of his promo- 
tion to the leadership, the nastiest 
of all possible Senate fights, a 
fight over the filibuster rule. A 
new captain confronting an old 
source of trouble within Senate 
ranks, he has now led the Senate 
to the only responsible solution. 

The issue has been referred to 
the Rules committee, where it be- 
longs. That committee will make 
an unemotional and orderly ex- 
amination of an immensely com- 
plicated business. In due time 
there will be a recommendation 
back to the Senate for moderate 
and reasonable reforms to pre- 
serve the ancient tradition of free 
debate but to erect safeguards 
against its abuse. 

The senior Republicans, Dirk- 
sen of Illinois, Bridges of New 
Hampshire and Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts among them, have 
rightly and courageously assisted 


Mansfield in the victory he has‘ 


won. It is a victory of many sides 
—for Mansfield himself; for the 


Senate as an institution: for a 
basic right of dissent going in- 
finitely beyond the civil rights 
issue which so preoccupies the 
ultra-liberals. 

And the job has been a hard 
one. For Mansfield had to con- 
front the easy argument of eager 
reformers—very similar in philos- 
ophy to that of the prohibition- 


ists—that because some filibus.— 


ters were bad all filibusters should 
be abolished, 


And he had to confront the 
superficial but attractive argu- 
ment that since a simple majority 
is “good enough”’ to elect a presi- 
dent it is good enough to halt all 
Senate debate. 


But, and this is the main point, 
Mansfield has come through it all 
—and come through it alone. He 
never appealed to Vice President: 
elect Johnson, his old chief in the 
Senate, or to President-elect Ken- 
nedy for help. He asked them, on 
the contrary, to stay strictly out 
of the fight. So to those who said 
he might be ‘“‘only Lyndon’s 
man,” he has shown that he is, 
instead, Mansfield’s man. He has 
won the right to leadership, in his 
own person and on his own ef- 
forts.

se WASHINGTON—Since the Senate must cof- 
firm all members of the Cabinet, the appropri- 

| ate committees are now 

President-elect Kennedy's top appointees. They are being examined— 

cross-examined—on their experience, 


holding hearings on 


their opinions, and the 


potential conflicts of interest. They are all being submitted to a 


degree of senatorial scrutiny. 

I say “to a degree” because 
unless the appointee is acutely 
controversial or egregiously un- 
fit, the precedent is to let a presi- 
dent have a Cabinet of his own 
choosing. 

Probably the only high official 
of the Kennedy administration 
who needed to be asked more 
than routine questions was At- 
torney General-designate Robert 
F. Kennedy. There were honest 
anxieties among honest people, 
many of whom wish the adminis- 
tration well concerning this ap- 
pointment. 


No senator questions Robert 
Kennedy’s integrity or his dedi- 
cation. But it was proper that 
the anxieties about his appoint- 
ment on political and profession- 
al grounds should be aired. 


The practical value of the Sen- 
ate hearing and the debate on the 
floor could only be to underline 
certain standards for the conduct 
of the Justice department which 


can be helpful to Robert Kennedy 


in the performance of his office 
and which can help the public to 
watch and evaluate his perform- 
ance. I would put the following 
uppermost: 
NON-PARTISANSHIP. If the 
attorney general fails to demon- 


‘: 


strate unequivocally that he is 
non-partisan and_ non-political, 
then public confidence in the law 
enforcement is seriously hurt. 
Hardly anything could be worse. 

INDEPENDENCE, He must be 
willing to stand out against mas- 
sive political pressures from Con- 
gress and others. He must be 
willing and able to square his 
own recommendations for U.S. 
attorneys and judges with the 
exacting standards of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association. 

THE PROPRIETIES. The at- 
torney general is the lawyer for 
the United States. It is a position 
which has to be discharged with 
scrupulous prudence plus deep 
respect for the legal process 
which elevates means to the level 
of ends, 

Robert Kennedy was not denied 
the attorney generalship because 
he was the president's brother. 
But he was not appointed be- 
cause the president scoured the 
country and found none better. 

In this sense Robert Kennedy is 
on trial. He has the intellectual 
equipment which could make up 
for inexperience as a practising 
attorney. He will, I trust, wel- 
come having his performance 
watched faithfully, fairly—and 
alertly.

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Excerpts from Vandiver’s Budget 


Following are excerpts from 
the Governor’s budget message 
to be read to the Legislature 
Monday: 


Dear Mr. Speaker and Mem- 
bers of the House: ... 


A peculiar problem in connec- 
tion with preparation of the state 
budget is presented to me. as gov- 
ernor and to you—the members 
of the General Assembly—in view 
of the unsettled economic condi- 
tions. 


Undoubtedly, for several months 
now, due primarily to the effects 
of the steel strike last year and 
the Federal Reserve Board's so- 
called “tight money” policy, re- 
cessionary influences have beer 
at work in the national economy, 
as reflected: 


1. By a nationwide drop in cap- 
ital investment in plant and 
equipment. 


2. By widespread inventory cor- 
rection. 


3. By a downturn in consumer 
demand; and 


4. By a resultant drop in cor- 
porate earnings. ... 


In Georgia, anticipating the ef- 
fects of this trend, nonfarm em- 
ployment in the first six months 
of 1961 is expected to be less 
than the same period last year. 
Retail sales in our state reflect 
a decline. . 


The general consensus .. . is| 


that 1961 will reflect a decline 
in the early months, with quali- 
fied predictions of varying de- 
grees of recovery in the second 
half. 


Income Estimate 


Asked 


Taking this into consideration, 
a few days ago I wrote the State 
Revenue Commissioner request- 
ing his best and studied opinion 
as to... the amount of Revenue 
Department collections which 
would be made in the present 
fiscal year, 1960-1961 . . . and. 

how much that figure 
would be reduced by overpay- 
ments on income tax and by 
other refunds. 


The Revenue Commissioner re- 
plied, by stating: 


. . it is my best judgment 
that revenue collections 
over to the Treasury from this 
department during the current 
vear will be between 370 and 380 
million dollars. Economic changes 
will, of course, to a large ex- 

tent, determine which end of this 
range will be more likely. Any 
refunds will be made from the 
Treasury out of the above funds. 
Our best estimate of total tax 
refunds during the year is from 
§ to 6 million dollars.” 


In the last fiscal year, 1959- 
1960, Treasury receipts from 
taxes were $355 million dollars 
and income from department 
regulatory fees and sales was 
$15 million dollars, producing a 
total State income of $370 mil- 
lion dollars. 


Danger of Deficit 


Based upon the Revenue Com- 
missioner’s estimates, total re- 
ceipts from tax collections and 
departmental regulatory fees, 
minus refunds, should place total 
net State income for the present 
fiscal year somewhere in the 
range between $380 and $390 mil- 
lions of dollars. 


Present state spending is at the 
rate of $397 millions.

14 Confederate Flags 
Stolen in Baldwin 


Constitution State News Service 
MILLEDGEVILLE—There’s a 
Confederate flag-snatcher loose 
in this historic Baldwin County 
County seat. 


Police said Sunday that 14 
large Confederate flags have 
been stolen from lampposts in 
the past two days. The flags 
were put up in preparation for 
Milledgeville’s observance of the 
centennial of the Secession Con- 
vention. 


The flags are 36 by 18 inches 
each. They were tied to the 
posts next to the American 
flag. None of the U.S. flags 
was stolen. 


Deep South, the CRC notes that 
Georgia has nine standard col- 
leges and universities for white 
students and only three for Ne 
groes, with nine junior colleges 
for white and none for Negroes. 


The report also makes a point 
that 88 per cent of the state's 
white standard colleges are mem- 
bers of the Southern Association, 
compared with only 67 per cent of 
the Negro colleges. 


It also blames poorer high 
schools in Georgia for placing 
Negro college students at a dis- 
advantage through inferior prepa- 
ration. 


“A comparison of degree offer- 
ings and types of programs avail- 
able at Negro and white colleges 
again shows that Negroes are de- 
prived of education,” the report 
declares additionally. 


The report does concede that 
Georgia now spends more per 
pupil on Negro students than white 
students in the state colleges— 
$658.63 for each Negro and $564.63 
for each white student enrolled in 
1957-58. 

But the commission comments 
that this is only a development of 
recent years, since the 1954 Su- 
preme Court decision outlawing 
school segregation. 


In another tabulation the re- 
port says that in 1957-58 Georgia 
spent on public higher education 
$5.69 for each white citizen as 


i compared to $1.37 for each Negro 


citizen.

That’s because, for the first 
time, B. B. is not only the star 
but also the co-producer. At 
26, she’s become a “‘tycoon.” 


At the Billancourt studios 
where the movie is being shot, 
all the talk is about how 
changed businesswoman Bar- 
dot is from the distraught, per- 
sonally mixed-up girl whose 
career and life almost ended in 
tragedy’ last fall when she con- 
sumed that famous overdose of 
sleeping pills. 

IN THE PAST 

It seems quite far in the past 
now. Almost as distant as her 
broken marriage to Jacques 
Chartier and the succession of 
brief romances which periodi- 
cally broke into the headlines 
during that period. Symbolical- 
ly, there appears, at the mo- 
ment, to be no man in La 
Bardot’s life.

“Brigitte is as much execu-_ 


tive as actress around here,”’ 
declared 31-year-old director 
Jean Aurel. ‘“‘She wants to 
know everything that is going 
on and she wants to know 
where every franc is going, too. 
She has a daily conference with 
the chief members of the pro- 
duction staff. Let me tell you, 
she does most of the talking 
and she expects to be listened 
to.” 

None of this really surprises 
those who know Bardot best. 
They say she has always had a 
good head on her lovely shoul- 
ders and, being a French- 
woman, a shrewd eye for 
money, as well as uniformly 
excellent financial advice from 
her father and others.
